Now, this righteouſnes muſt either be inherent 
inourſelues, which is the righteouſneſle that the 
Law requireth vnto tuſtification , or being perfor- 
med by another, (which is Chriſt) for vs, muſt be 


imputed vnto vs : and that is the rtghteouſneſle | 
which the Goſpel propoundeth vnto luſtification. 
__ A thirdrighteouſnes, whereby wee ſhould bee 


juſtified, cannot be named. If therefore we be nor 


partakers of Chrifts righteouſnes apprehended by 


faith, we muſt ſtand to the ſentence of the Law; 


which is,cither to performe = and perpetuall 


obedience, or. not to bee juſtified.

| Now heere ſeemeth to be aint <upi;orn, a [can 
dall falling two waies, indeed a fingle ſuppoſed of- 
fence, oppoſed toadouble ſcandal, ioyned with 
diſobedience.If no more could be ſaid, who would 
doubt on which fide rather to encline*?But to theſe 
I adde other reſpects, that ought to be regarded 
more the a ſuppoſed ſcandall.The queſtion is nor, 
as many would ſeeme to vnderſtand it, whether, it 
| beingathingarbitrarie, and meerely left vnto our 
 owne choice, cither to vſe theſe ceremonies, or to 
forbeare them, (as itwas in the Apoſtles queſtion 
of cating fleſh) whether (I fay) wee ought toab- 
ſtaine, if we vnderſtood that a brother would bee 
offendedat the vie of them, or not : for then there 
 werenoqueſtion,bur that for auoiding of ſcandal, 
we ought to abſtaine. But theſe things are not ar- 


bitrarie, or in our choice; but impoſed by lawfull 


authoritie, and that with ſuch conditions, as that 
the obſeruation of theſe things being indifferent 
in themſelues, becommeth reſpeQiuely neceflarie. 
Firſt in reſpe& of authoritie, which not only for 
feare, butalſo for conſcience » ſake, we are bound 
to obey in all lawfull things. This one neceſhrie of 
obedienceis ſufficientto excuſe me from ſcandall, 
eſpecially if I do my endeuourto preuent it, as at- 
ter ſhall be ſhewed. Secondly, inreſpe& ofthe con- 
ditions wherewith they are impoſed as, not to re- 
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cciue the Communion voleſſe we kneele, not to 
o0.0N in our miniſterte, vnleſſe we conforme,. For, 
\ carc of auoiding ſcandal reſpeeth arbitraric mat- 
ters,and not neceflary duties appertaining to Gods 
glory,and our ſaluation:which we muſt performe, 
though all the world would be offeded therat. The 
care of thine owne ſaluation muſt be preferred to 
the ſuppoſed dangerof another mansfall: the care 
of the Churches faluation, much more : the glorie 
of God, moſt of all.

By which argumentation wee may conceiue, 


that the diſtin&ion of neceſkitie vied in ſchooles, 
viz, that there is neceſittas conſequentis, which is 
fimpleor abſolute, & neceſitas conſequentie,which is 


not{imple,burvpon condition of otherthingspre- 


ſuppoſed,may not vnfitly be applied tothe necefſi- 
tie of duetic impoſed by the lawes, either of God, 
or man. For Gods commandement impoſeth the 


neceſſitie as it were of the conſequent, (without 
preſuppoſing other things) requiring ſimple and 
abſolute obedience. The lawe of man doth not 
impoſethe neceſhtie of the conſequent, or require 


ſimple obedience; but itimpoſeth onely a neceſſi- 
tie ofthe conſequence,that is, ſuch a necefſitieand 
noother, as may ſoundly be concluded from the 
hweof God, and ſo farre forth as it may be con- 


cluded thence. Or to ſpeake more plainely : in a 


ſimple ſentence without interpoling any conditi- 
an, or preſuppoſing any antecedent whereupon it 
is to be inferred, I may ſay, either particularly ris 


' commaundement of God is meceſ], arfly, or by necefiitie of 


dutic to be obeyed, or generally, all Gods commannde- 
ments are neceſſarily to be obſerned., And this ſpeech 
is of neceſlary truth. But concerning mens com- 


maundements, if Tſhall ſay inthegeneral}, the

Bur I fay againe the aſſuwption of this ſylo- 
giſme needeth ſome explanation. For the Lord 
would haue difference put betweene his owne 
commaundements and the lawes of men, and 
therefore we may not thinke, that he commaun- 
deth all lawes of men fi imply to be obeyed: not 


_ ſimply, youmuſtſay then, butſo farreforthashe 


requireth them to be obeyed. 
By which ſhort diſcourſe we learne, that thoſe 

additions by which I explaned the propoſiti tion of 
the ſyllogiſme, were neceſfarie; andthat the bond 
of conſcience is not the lawe of man, but of God : 

that weare bound to obey mans lawes not ſimply, 
but ſo farre forth as God requireth. And laſtly 
that this ſpeech, ( Al! /awfull commanndements of 
Matiſtrates are neceſſarily to be obeyed) is true, not. 
by the neceſlitie of the conſequent, as an axtome 


 orprinciple which is manifeſt of it ſelfe; but by 
the neceſfitie of conſequence, asa concluſion ma- 


nifeſted by diſcourſe. 
Now that the lawes of men doenotbinde the - 
conſcience, it may further appeare by theſerea- ' 
ſons. Firſt, becauſe our freedome from the lawes - 
iudiciall and ceremoniall, which in the Scriptures 
is extolled for ſogreat a benefit, would be a bur- 
then rather then a benefit, if wee ſhould inlike 
manner be bound to the eccleſiaſticall and ciuill 
lawes of men. Againe, itthey did binde the con- 
ſcience, there would be nodifferencebetweene 


Gods lawes. and mans lawes (in reſpe& of out- 
N | ward 
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ward actions) and the one fort would require 
. ſimple obedience as well as the other, yea vn- 
Jawfull commaundements would alſo binde the 
conſcience. But it is. plaine, that ſimple obedi- 
ence 1s to bee performed onely to the lawes of + 
God. To the lawes of men we are bound, not 
ſimply, but fo farreforth asin obeying them, we 
alſo obey God, and no further , that is, as1 ſaid, 
ſo farre as God commaundeth vs to obey them. 
Now, how farre forth God commaundeth vs 
to obey the lawes of men, will eaſily appeare by 
this diſtinction ; for either they commaund ſuch 
thingsas God torbiddeth, and forbid ſuch things 
as he commaundeth, (which kinde of commaun- 
dements are ſo farre from binding our conſcien- 

. ces, as that we are bound by the Jawe of God to 
obey him in diſobeying them: ) orthey command 
ſuch things as God commaundeth , and forbid 

 ſuchthings as he forbiddeth, that by theirautho- 
ritie the lawes of God may the betterbe obſerued, 
(to which kinde of commaundements wee are 
{imply bound, becauſeas in obeying them we o- 

| bey God, ſo in breaking them we rranſoreſſe the 
lawe of God: ) or laſtly, they commaund ſuch
